BEGINNING OF THE END. 
SUBSTANTIAL VICTORY FOR HIGH LICENSE. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 7.—[Speelal.!— 
The high-license people completely outwitted 
their opponents today, and successfully 
paved the way for taking up and passing the 
Harper bill in the House. Routed at every 
turn, even in their efforts to again break a 
quorum, the low-license gang retired from 
the field completely cowed and all broken 
up. Herringtomand Sexton have privately 
given up the fight, and, in the language of 
the former, The bill will pass and all Hell 
can’t stop it.” Haines openly exhibited 
his disgust at the Democratic management 
of the fight today when he got up on 
the floor, in response to the Speaker’s Invita- 
tion te give his views on the question of 
changing the rules, and remarked that he 
had nothing to say. He subsequently went 
to the Speaker’s desk and privately re- 
nounced all turther interest in the bill or its 
fate. The friends of the measure, however, 
are alert to the very last. The fact that one 
member was unsuccessfully approached by a 
low-license tempter today has put them on 
their guard and warned them against 
anything like overconfidence. With 
$1,000 as the rumored price 
to any man who will conveniently 
be absent tomorrow. when the bill will be 
called up fur passage, it is dangerous to take 
any risks. The high-license people are not 
taking any. The low-license gang is being 
watched tonight, and any “queer” work 
that may be attemp ted is altogether likely to 
be spotted and broken up. It was in the 
hope of completely. thwarting anything of 
this sort and of spending a quiet, restful 
evening after their anticipated and final vic- 
tory that many of the high-license people 
were anxious to push the bill through this att- 
ernoon. But Mr. Owen had not arrived then, 
and it was deemed not exactly safe to try it 
on. He will be here in the morning, how- 
ever, and. although Mr. 1 is still too 
sick to come, the bill will be called up, and 
in all human probability passed sent 
over to the Senate.

His object, 
of course, was to get at the appropriation 
bills and mark them off, in the hope that b 
that time the appointed day for final ad- 
journment would have arrived and the LI 
cense bill would sleep the long sleep. The 
resolution was referred to the Committee on 
Rules, which recommended its adoption and 
requested Mr. Sexton to report it to the 
House atthe earliest opportunity. It was 
reported yesterday, but the high-license 
men had tts consideration postponed and 
made a special order for this morning. In this 
connection it is tater : to note 
that some of the low-lifense crowd 
have already begun to throw dirt at Sexton 
and Cronkrite for advocating the resolution.

when, as a matter of fact, both of them cou! 
not have consistently opposed such a resolu- 
tion, and Sexton was in honor and duty 
bound to report it after the committee had 
instructed him to do so.: In the meantime, 
Ike Morrison had conceived the idea that the 
resolution might be so amended as to 
carry not only the appropriation bills, 
but the License bill and other measures 
in which certain members were known 
to be interested. When the Republican 
steering committee met yesterday morning, 
the Speaker was asked whether such an 
amendment would be in order and if the 
resolution, thus amended, could be adopted 
by a majority vote. His reply gave the high- 
license men fresh encouragement, and they 
forthwith began to lay their plans in detail, 
They were consummated at another meeting 
of the steering committee held late last 
night. 
THE SHEEP AND THE SHEARERS. 

The cleverest tae of the plan was the trap 
which was laid for an old farmer by the 
name of West, a lew-license Democrat 
from McLean. Though a low-license man, 
Mr. West announced some time ago that 
for one he did not propose to again assist in 
breaking a quorum. If there is anything in 
which he is interested more than another it 
is the passage of a certain road bill. ‘This 
morning, in pursuance of a deliberate plan 
a certain high-license Democrat suggested 
to Mr. West that it would be a very nice 
acheme for him toso amend the Sexton res- 
olution as to include his road bill. Without 
consulting his low! brethren, West 
swallowed the bait, hook and all. When he 
saw afew moments afterwards just what it 
all meant, he was very anxious to with- 
draw, but he was too late. The high-li- 
cense men being in the majority objected, 
and the amendment stood, 

They now had a resolution ahd an amend- 
ment before the House, both proceeding from 
low-license men, and both virtually creating 
a new rule. The low-license men tried to 
raise the point that it would require a two- 
thirds vote to adopt the amendment, but the 
Speaker quietly reserved his decision and 
allowed the proceedings to go on. A majority 
voted in favor of the West amendment. All 
the low-license men "except West refused 
to vote. Then Morrison plum in 
his amendment placing the Harper bill in the 
same category with ppropriation bills 
and West’s road bill. e low-license men 
again raised the point, and eee again 
replied, in effect, that he would cross that 
bridge when he came to it, The Morrison 
amendment went through with the same 
ease as West’s.

ELEVATED 


A NEW MOVE BY THE SCHEMERS. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 7.—|Special, |— 
An apparently trivial occurrence in the Sen- 
ate today has acquired considerable signifi- 
cance since the adjournment, and now takes 
on the aspect of an attempt to beat what is 
known as the Elevated Railroad bill. The 
general history of this measure, which re- 
quires elevated railroad companies to obtain 
the consent in writing of more than half the 
abutting property owners on every mile 
along the proposed route, is already familiar 
to the readers of Tue Trisune. It passed 
the Senate March 29,by a vote of yeas 37,nays 1. 
Senator Edwards alone voted in the nega- 
tive. Those voting in the affirmative were

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THE CHANNEL TUNNEL. 


What May Be Seen at the Bottom of the 
Shatt—Soring Trough the Chalk. 

[London Telegraph.)—A tall shaft, a 
steam-engine, an air-locomotive, anda couple 
of wooden shanties mark the spot destined, 
it may be, to abutupon the English mouth 
of the channel tunnel, or rather of a chan- 
nel tunnel—for there are other schemes 
afcot to join London and the extremest point 
of the Continent of Europe in a continuous 
railway journey and without change of 
carriages. Sir Edward Watkins airily 
calculates that the cost of the eiiter- 
prise in which he is interested would 
amount to 000,000, and that the tunnel 
would allow the passage of 250 trains each 
way every day, at an average speed of forty- 
five miles an hour. So that the tunnel of 
twenty-two miles in length might be trav- 
ersed in half an hour—a speed, be it said, 
very much higher than that kept up in the 
longest tunnels of the St. Gotthard between 
Switzerland and Italy. At the bottom of 
the shaft. at thé mouth of the boring, no 
more than seven feet in diameter from end 
to end—excepting here and there a some- 
what wider square opening, technically called 
a ‘*turn-out ’’—we found a couple of trollies, 
fitted with seats on either side, after the man- 
ner of the tram-cars of the military train 
familiar to habitués of Wimbledon Camp.

TATERALLY ROASTED. 

When taken from the slab Thomas pre- 
sented a sickening sight. From his head to 
his heels he was a mass of blisters, his back 
and legs being almost roasted to a crisp. The 
witnesses on the trial testified that the 
appearance of the unfortunate man 
was most horrible, and that a number 
of persons were compelled to leave the pres- 
ence of the body to escape fainting. It was 
with difficulty that Browder could be dragged 
off the poor fellow, and he seemed deter- 
mined to roast him alive. The 
museles of the shoulders and the tendons 
of the legs are frightfully burned, and 
should the wretched man recover, which is 
doubted, he will hardly recover himself 
enough to be able to work at his trade. 
Browder was,promptly arrested by the po- 
lice authorities on a charge of teldnious as- 
sault, and was today put upon his prelimi- 
nary trial before a Justice of the Peace. 

AN INHUMAN ASSAULT. 

The evidence so far goes to show that it 
was a most inhuman and uncalled-for at- 
tempt to take the life of a fellow in a most 
cruel manner, Browder is about six feet 
high, powerfully built, and weighs 180 pounds. 
Thomas is much smaller, but wiry and mus- 
cular. Thomas’ cries were heartrending, 
and his efforts to escape the clutches of his 
tormentor well told the agony he was suffer- 
ing, When finally he was taken from bis 
hot griddie bed he was as limp as a rag and 
completely exhausted. The affair or 
great excitement and aroused much in- 
dignation among the workmen. Every 
one characterizes it as a cowardly and das- 
tardly trick.

That 1 know, and I know it to be 
a fact that this theatre has made more 
money during the last season than any the- 
atre in Chicago yes, than any theatre in the 
country. The profits have been enormous. 
But Mr. Haverly cannot de kept down, and 
I firmly believe that in less than six months 
he will be much better Off financially than 
he is today, There are many who will prof- 
fer him aid.“ 

MANAGER HOOLEY. 

What do you think of Haverly’s failure ”” 
was asked of Manager Hooley. 

It doesn’t surprise me at all, answered 
the veteran. “ He was born and brought up 
a gambler and speculator. Everybody 
knows that. His motto has always been nil 
desperandum. He always had too many 
irons in the fire, too. No one can satisfac- 
torily attend to so many companies and 
theatres as he had his name to. I wouldn't 
care to give my opinion of him, but will say 
he has always been a reckless man in the 
business and out of it. His mining specula- 
tions have been dear to him, and have cost 
him a good deal of money.” 

MANAGER M’ VICKER. 

When asked what he thought of Haverly’s 
alleged failure Manager McVicker santen- 
tiously remarked that he did not know any- 
thing about it, and knewno more of Mr, 
Haverly’s business than the man in the moon.

THE LARD INVESTIGATION. 

The leading question on ’Change for sev- 
eral weeks past What is the shortage 
on the wheat crop?” It has giyen place for 
the nonce to another: What will be the re- 
sult of the lard investigation?” It is to be 
hoped that the answer to the latter will not 
be delayed so long as that of the first. But 
it is also highly desirable that the response 
be not given except upon a proper under- 
standing of tlie facts in the case. The discus- 
sion involves a matter of great importance 
to the contesting parties; but that phase of 
it sinks into insignificance when compared 
with the grave charge which carries with it 
the imputation that the health of the con- 
suming public is tampered with by its pur- 
veyors of food. Not alone the 55,000,000 of 
people in the United States, but a large pro- 
portion of the men, women, and children of 
England, France, Germany, and other coun- 
tries, “want to know, you know,” in the 
strongest possible sense of the phrase, 
whether or not they have run the,risk of be- 
ing poisoned by consuming Chicago-made 
lard. In undertaking the inquisition the 
Directors of the Chicago Board of Trade 
have assumed a responsibility greater than 
any that has devolved upon them tor several 
years past. They are sitting in judgment 
for a large percentage of the civilized world, 
and will earn its gratitude or its contempt 
according as they sift the thing to the bottom 
or pass it as a mere routine duty to be dis- 
posed of with as little trouble as possible, 
The charge should be either proven or dis- 
proven by means of all the light that can be 
thrown upon the subject, including that fur- 
nished by chemical analysis, if tendered, A 
verdict of “not guilty.” if accompafiiead by

proot that it has been arrived at understand- 


ingly, will restore confidence in the integrity 
of our Chicago paekers and reopen to them a 
demand for consumption that otherwise must 
long remain closed. On the other hand, a 
verdict of “guilty,” if believed to be 
founded on adequate evidence, would 
give the trade a shaking up that is 
richly deserved if the charges are true.

A PRIVILEGED CLASS. 

It will not be long at the present rate of 
Government interference in their behalf be- 
fore the factory operatives ef the country 
will be a privileged class. Laws of all kinds 
are being proposed in the various State 
Legislatures for their benefit. Laws to pro- 
vide for inspection of their working places, 
to fix the liability of their employers for ac- 
cidents to them, to regulate. the frequeney 
of payments of wages whether monthly or 
weekly, to prevent the employment of wom- 
en and children except under strict regula- 
tions, to determine how many hours shall be 
a day’s work, to open courts of arbitration 
to them—all kinds of legislative guardian- 
ship are projected to take care of the inter- 
ests of this class of working people. 

To him that hath shall be given. The 
factory operatives are a distinct and power- 
ful class. Their wantscan be seen by reason 
of the very mass of the body. They can all 
speak at once, and so can easily make them- 
selves heard. While they are receiving so 
large a share of the attention of the legis- 
lators, there are other classes more numerous 
and more needy, but not so visible, who are 
left to struggle without the least help at the 
mighty hands of the State. Take the case of 
the sewing-women. The way in which these 


poor creatures are oppressed fs frightfal. 


They areas weary and worn today as when 
Hood sang the “Song of the Shirt.” Bat 
what one of the philanthropists who says so 
much for the “elevation of labor“ raises his 
voice in their behalf? They are taxed to pay 
dividends on the watered stock of the 
illimantic Thread Company, which is worth 
so much that $25 shares sell tor something 
like $90. Noteven the labor unions that so 
vigorously denounce the tyranny of capital 
and the wrongs of labor have a word to say 
for the poor sewing-women. 

Househoid servants, farm laborers, the em- 
ployés of the express companies, of milkmen, 
of the horse-car companies, clerks in stores, 
and multitudes of working people work 
longer hours and under closer personal dis- 
cipline than the factory workers, but no Leg- 
islature gives them a thought. They do not 
form trades-unions and declaim frothy elo 
guence copied from foreign models about the 
rights of labor. They have not @ voice. 
Hence the average politician, whose concern 
is by no means to make a harmonious adjust- 
ment of the burdens, responsibilities, and 
privileges of the popular force that operates 
through government, but to look out for him- 
self and his party, lets them and their troubles 
g6. It is to the organized class—that which 
can apply Its force unitedly at any given 
point in politics—that the politician is sed u- 
lous to attend te. This attractive power of 
a mass is giving us a privileged class of la- 
bor. 

There would be very few to hold that 
labor was getting too much. But the pnor- 
ganized multitude is getting too little. The 
tendency of the times to combination is draw- 
ing too great a share of attention to those 
who can form themselyes into a procession. 
The silent crowd and disentegrated masses 
who ean not be helped by specigi legislation, 
but only by stern application of the broadest 
principles of equal rights and fair play in 
general legislation, are almost utterly neg- 
lected in . our. legislative bodies. We can- 
not think ourselves very highly developed 


Im political principle nor in real intelligence 


s0 long as this may be truly said. Least of 
all should there be any privileged class in 
reform. .

THE ENGLISH LIBERAL ADVANOE. 

The parliamentary regess in England dur- | 
ing what are called the Whitsuntide holidays 
gave the English Liberals a chance to re- 
arrange their program and to test the feel- 
ing of the constituencies, The result has 
deen an advance along the whole line. Mr. 
Gladstone has positively refused to be longer 
dictated to by the Whigs in his Cabinet. He 
found that the people were unmistakably in 
favor of the Radical program, and he in- 
formed the reactionists that if they did not 
choose to advance with him they would be 
escorted to the rear, and that he would con- 
tinue his march. The reactionists chose to 
advance with him. The close of the holiday 
season found the Liberals again unitea, and 
Mr. Gladstone master of the situation. 
When Parliament met Monday week it was 
evident that the Liberais had made up their 
minds to settle down to work. The English 
Land bill, as improyed, was pushed for- 
ward, and in an incredibly short space of 
time went to a second reading, the renewal 
of the Ballot act was passed through the 
Commons, the Corrupt-Practices-a‘-Election 
bill was passed to a second reading, which in 
England is virtually the last reading, and in 
order to placate the Lrish members and pre- 
vent them from obstructing the Dill intro- 
duced by Mr. Parnell providing for the 
erection of laborers’ dwellings at the ex- 
pense of the landlords was permitted to pass 
to the committee stage without any 
opposition whatsoever. So determined a 
front did the Liberals present that 
neither the Tories nor the Irish 
members resorted to obstruction. The sup- 
porters of Mr. Gladstone, assured of the 
support of the people, were prepared to put 
dawn all dilatory tactics, and those who 
would fain obstruct deemed discretion the 
better ‘part of valor and voted silently. With 
the exception of the bill for the reform of the 
London Municipal Government it is quite 
probable now that the measures promised at 
the beginning of tne session and the Irish 
Laborers’ bill will de passed into law this 
session; that there will be no need for an au- 
tumn session as was threatened; and that the 
Liberals at the opening of Parliament next 
winter will be at liberty to make a farther 
advance, 

The nature of this advance may be gathered 
from the tone of the Radical press and from 
the speeches of advanced Liberals, for it is 
evident to the most casual observer that the 
Hadicals are masters of the situation at pres- 
ent. There is therefore much significance 
in the speeches of Mr. John Morley and Mr. 
Smith at Liverpool, and in the presence of

ing the legislation of the country. This 
means the disfranchisement of the petty 
boroughs and g redistribution of seats on the 
basis of population, as in the United States. 
Mr. Morley strongly advocated the same, and 
also ape in favor of a policy of non-inter- 


vention in foreign affaizs. On the Irish ques- 


tion he. said the opinions of the Irish mem- 
bers on Irish topics must be more respec 

for the future. and that there ‘should an 
extension to Ireland of the principtes of local 
self-government or seif-organization. The 
Pall Mali Gazeite, the organ of the Rad- 
icals, follows up these ideas by suggesting a 


much more liberal program, which would 


embrace, if not the abolition, at least the re- 
modeling of the present House of Lords, by 
the existence of which in its present form “a 
minority of the nation is enabled to veto ses- 
sion after session the will of the majority.” 

The Radieals are at the helm in England 
just now. It remains tebe seen how well they 
can steer their course. The Whigs are of the 
crew now, and are inelined te be mutinous. 
By good management they may be kept to 
their duty for a considerable time.

AN AMERICAN “BATTLE OF DORKING.” 

Mr. Samuel Rockwell Reed, of the Cincin- 
nati Commercial-Gazette, has published a 
pamphiet entitied “The War of 1886 Be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain,“ 
which is in imitation of the ish bro- 
chure, The Battle of Dorking.” latter 
predicted dire results from an invasion of 
the British isles by the Germans, and Mr. 
Reed’s horoscope portends similar disaster 
from an attack on the United States Repub- 
lic by British ships. He begins by saying: 
“At length the war came.” He does not 
take the trouble to explain how or why the 
war came; it just came, three years from 
now. It seems to have been an entire sur- 
prise to the American people. It was pre- 
ceded by md negotiations with unsatisfactory 
result; no notice was served; the storm 
broke without any warning, and the very 
first thing the people knew the English 
ships had made their way through the St. 
Lawrence to all the lake cities, which they 
eaptured and laid under tribute; Toledo was 
assessed $2,000,000; Detroit, $5,000,000; Mil- 
waukee, $3,000,000; and Chicago, $20,000,000. 
Meanwhile, other British ships had made 
their way through Capt. Eads’ jetties, 
seized New Orleans, and laid ail the river 
towns under coutribution as far up as Vicks- 
burg. While this was going on in the West 
and South, a few of the sbips were engaged 
in bombarding the City of New York; after 
a few shots New York and Brooklyn surren- 
dered, and the British officers were content 
to seize the money in the United States 
Sub-Treasury there and accept a tribute 
of $100,000,000 from the city. All this time 
the authorities apd the sixty millien peo- 
ple of the United States were helpless, and the 
Government was only saved at the last by 
reinstatement of the President and civil and 
military reconstracuon under British super- 
vision. The City of Cincinnati alone seems 
to have escaped destruction, and Mr. Reed 
and the Commercial-Gazette were appar- 
ently spared because they were all out of the 
lines of devastation which the roaring British 
Lion selected. 

It Mr. Reed’s pamphlet had been inten ded 
asa burlesque, showing by a reduetto ad ab- 
surdum how ridiculous it is to apprehend 
any warlike demonstrations from Great 
Britain against the United States, it would 
be entitled to applause. But as it is evi- 
dently intenaed to be a serious warning to 
the United States to reorganize its army and 
navy and to keep them ona war footing in 
order to avert the disaster he pictures the 
ridicule falls upon him and the production of 
his wild imagination. The United States 
will have timely notice of any war which 
Great Britain or any foreign Power shall 
contemplate waging against this country, 
and the terpedo system may be safely relied 
upon to protect the American coast and 
the inland cities until such time as-the Gov- 
ernment shall have put its armies into Can- 
ada and its ships upon the sea. There are 
three points on the approach outlined by 
Mr. Reed which the Americans would con- 


trol at once—viz.: The hights of the St. 


Lawrence near Quebec, both sides of.Niag- 
ara and the Welland Canal, and the narrow 
passage at Detroit. If the British ships 
should escape the torpedoes and the new 
rifled guns at one point, they would be 
blown out of the water at the next, and it 
would be hardly worth while to prepare for 
them at all at Detroit. An attempt to block- 
ade the entire Atlantic coast with twenty or 
thirty ironclad ships would be folly, and the 
bombardment of New York would be too ex- 
pensive a proceeding to be attractive to the 
commercial spirit of England; the prospect 
of paying a bia price for everything British 
ships might destroy would restrain British 
ardor. 

England might begin- such a war as Mr. 
Reed describes if she were to lose all her 
statesmanship and judgment and fall under 
the control of cranks; but the Uhited States 
would determine the time of cessation of 
hostilities. American money, resources, and 
patriotism would put armies into the field 
and fleets upon the sea which wonld make 
the British islands Quake as if struck by some 
terrific upheaval from the bottom of the sea. 
The war would not end till every vestige of 
British authority were withdrawn from the 
American Continent and British consols or 
gold were deposited in the United States 
vaults in full payment of every dollar of 
damage inflicted upon the American people. 
England will not risk any such result, and 
the United States will not waste its sub- 
stance by maintaining armies and navies on 
a war footing in apprehension of a Quixotic 
attempt to put the American people under 
tribute to any foreign Power.

Day before yesterday the Illinois House of 
Representatives fixed June 18 as the date for 
final adjournment...

The new law applying specifically to ele- 
vated railroads was Introduced into the Leg- 
islature in order to meet a quibble made by 
certain jobbers that the language quoted 
above does not cover elevated roads. The 
quibble is that the old law says “to lay down 
any railroad tracks in any street,“ and spee- 
ifies “steam or horse railroad company,” 
while it is pretended that the projected ele- 
vated railroad is to be operated by electric 
ity. This quibble will not hold water in the 
courts. The law does not specify the sur- 
face of the street, and an electric motor is 
the product of steam power in part. More- 
over, it is the evident intention of the law to 
prevent the occupation of the streets for rall- 
road purposes of any kind except by and 
with the consent of a majarity of the prop 
erty-owners. If any money be paid to Al- 
dermen to secure a franchise for an elevated 
railroad in the face of this law it will be 
money thrown away, as successtul injunc- 
tions will soon demonstrate, 


Tur utterance of the Democratic Conven- 
tion in Lowa ot a commendable character re- 
late$ to the liquor policy and is as follows:

This would be a more intelligent expression 
if it had said “a high-license law,” instead 
of “well regulated”; but it will do. And 
the Republicans of Iowa may learn some- 
thing of value from their opponents. A 
license law in Iowa, where the preponder- 
ance of public sentiment is hostile to the 
liquor traffic, would probably fix the mini- 
mum fee of $1,000 for the privilege of run- 
ning a saloon. Such a policy would reduce 
the number of saloons to the actual needs of 
the bibulous classes, would minimize drank- 
enness, and loafing, and wife-beating, and 
would yield the local governméuts a revenue 
somewhat commensurate with the extra ex- 
peuse imposed upon the community by the 
abuse of alcohol. Prohibition never pro- 
hibits, as all experience demonstrates, but 
regulation will regulate, If the Republicans 
of Iowa leave to the Democrats the ad- 
vantage of a conservative and intelligent 
treatment of the liquor question, the latter 
will make a headway in politics which would 
be impossible to them under any other cir- 
stances in that State.

GHPOWR, 
THE WEST AFRICAN CHIEF AGAIN COMMIT- 
TING GREAT ATROCITIES. 

Loxpon, June 7.—[Special Cable.]—The 
rebel Chief Ghpowe has again suprised the 
villages of Kittam, whose King, Pah-Tucker, 
is under the British protectorate, and has 
burned and plundered many of them, taking 
life and property indiscriminately, and burn- 
ing many of the natives at the stake.

No- 
body seemed to know their destination of 
what their particular mission was, but Va- 
rious theories soon got into ciretiation, and 
one of them was that the strikers had gone 
to Pinckneyville to liberate the miners who 
were put in jail there yesterday 
in default of bail tor unraly 
conduct. Another was that they 
had gone to Collinsville, where the Abbey 
and other machine mines are situated, Which 
were the scene of the first riotous demon- 
stration made by the strikers nearly two 
weeks ago, The latter theory is vrob- 
ably correct, for very late tonight 
dispatches were received from Collins- 
ville stating that several strangers 
had arrived in the town, who are regarded 
as the adVance-guard of the main dody of the 
strikers. Dispatches have been received 


there that a demonstration probably will be 


made at the Abbey Mines or the Collinsville 
pits in the morming, but whether a hostite 
one, or merely a quiet conference with 
the machine-workers, is not known at 
this writing. If the former, there be 
warm work, for all the men engaged im these 
mines are well-armed with@revolvers and 
double-varreled shotguns, and are said to be 
under orders to fire upon any advancing 
party who lay hands on any of the 
mining property. Deputy Sheriffs are also 
there, and prompt resistance will be made to 
any unlawful acts committed by the strikers. 
it is said that the party that left Belleville 
passed through Alma aud Caseyville, 
where they expected reinfercements, and 
itis thought they will number 600 strong 
when they arrive at Collinsville, which will 
perhaps be abufit daylight. It is not thought 
here that any hostile dethonstrations will be 
made by the ajrikers, but if one is made the 
wine-owners are fully prepared te meet it, 
and blood will be shed.

MAJ. WASSON’S TRIAL. 


Behty of Evidence Showing that the 
Paymaster Was an Houvorable Gen- 
temen Previous to Hise Arrest. 

Saw Antonio, Tex. June 7.— The Maj. 
Wasson court-martial reconvened this morn- 
ing. ‘The testimony was entirely as to the 
good eharacter of the defendant, W. A. 
Nobie, of Indianola, Ia.. testified he had 
known Wasson since 1864; had had close 
business connection with him; that his 
character and general reputation were very 
good in the community in which he 
lived: that in their business connection 
as a boy he was faithful, honest, and ac- 
curate in every way; that his father was em- 
barrassed considerably in business, and he 


came to his assistance by helping him out. 
furnishing means, assuming and paying 
debts, and assisting in the support of the 
family; that he never beard anything that 
would be inconsistent with the character 
given prior to this affair. 

In reply to an inquiry by the Joa Advo- 
cate, the witness stated that durmg Wasson’s 
first service and while he was in Japan he 
rendered assistance to his father seven or 
eight years, prinelpally and in fact from the 
time he left West Polut to this time. 

W. Hartman, of Indianola, Ia., testified 
that be had known the accused since his 
early boyhood: lived in the same village 
with him; bis general reputation in the com- 
munity was good, no one in the village hav- 
ing a better. 

M. A. Dashiell, aphysician at Hartford, Ia., 
testified substantially that Wasson bore the 
highest character since his — for 
many good deeds to ail, especially to his 
family; that he assisted them frequently in 
paying debts; that the accused was about 16 
—— old when he ered the service; had 

n tendered acad@tship In West Point, 
but refused to accept it, preferring to 
remain in active service tili the War closed; 
that it was through the witness’ influence ana 
that of others that the accused had 
received the appointment to West Point; had 
never heard anything inconsistent with the 
character given him prior to his arrest for 
the pending charges. 

Maj. Sumner also gave the prisoner a good 
character during three years of intimate 

uaintance, 

Gen. Augur had known the accused since 
he had been in command of the Department 
of ‘Texas, and their secial relations had been 
pleasant, and his official character and cou- 
duct, the witness had reason to believe, had 
been strictly hoporable and upright prior to 
the present. 

D. N. Stevens, of Washington, an attaché 
of the Japanese Legation, formerly Secretary 
of the American Legation in Japan, recount- 
ed at length the service and high character 
of Wasson while in the service of the Japa- 
nese Government as a Colonel and Professor 
of Civil Engineering, resigning to accept a 
Paymastersiiiv in the United States army. 

xtracts from the private letters of the 
German and Peruvian Ministers at Washinge- 
ton were read, giving Wasson the highest 
character during his residence in Japan.

NORTHWESTERN CATTLE. 


Unusually Excelient Condition of the 
Steck on the Ranges Between the 
Bic Horn avd Stinktne Water.

Why the Pennsylvania Refuses to Pay 
Commissions lor the Sale of Tickets 
to Ageuts. 

Much adverse criticism has been made during 
the last yeur or two by ticket agents and others 
upon the position taken by Mr. E. A Ford, Gen- 
eral Pussenwer Agent of the Penosylvania Com- 
pany, and J. R. Wood, General Passenger Agent 
of the Peonsyivania Halirgad, in regard to the 
payment of commissions. The decisive stand 
taken by those officiais against the obnoxious 
system bas made them tftriends as well as enve- 
mies, but it is admitred by all fair-minded peo- 
ple that their posidon reearding this 
matter is worthy of an praise. The 
ticket agents who suffer in purse 
from the loss of commissions dave been 
doing their utmost to injure the Pennsylvania 
and pupishit forthe stand its officiais have 
taken iu the matter, and.strange to suv. many of 
tne General Passenger Agents of competing as 
well as convecting lines have given aid and 
comfort to thase tidket agents. A prominent 
official of the Pennsytvania was in St. Louis the 
„ther day and a reporter of the Globe- Democrat 
interviewed bim regarding the Pennsyivania’s 
pusition in this issue. The gentieman said: 

We nave prohibited our own agents from re- 
ceiving commissions from connecting lines, bo- 
cause it is desirabie that the distribution of 
business should be controlled by the officers of 
the company; and not by the ticket agents be- 
ing induced to send it hy a particular route; 
and to make their platform consistent, since 
they have vrobibited their own agents from re- 
ceiving commissions, and since they have 
stopped paymg the agents of connecting lines 
commissions on ticket sules, the Pennsyivania 
lines have advanced the salaries of their ticket 
agents to such figures as properly and fully 
cum pensate them for services rendered. without 
aid from commissions heretofore paid oY. for- 
eien runde. Having done this, the Penun- 
syivanian lines claim that their agents 
have no louger any right or Yeason to demand 
or accept bay from otuer than their own com- 
pany for selling coupon tickets, and for these 
reasons they have asked, and have in many in- 
stuuces been promised, that connecting lines of 
theirs would place their ticket agents on the 
sume fouting; but some of them have not done 
so, and many agents are still allowed to receive 
commissions from toreign lines because their 
home companies will not pay them a proper 
salary for dog Weir business, This is the 
whole study ina nutsbvell. Tne officer referred 
to also stated that an additional reason for 
stopping the payment of cominissions was that 
many of its connecting hnes bad said to the 
Pennsylvania — — that they wouid protect 
them in the distribution of business, whether 
commissions were puid to their agents or not. 
Must of the best passenger men in this country 
are opposed to the whote system of paying com- 
missions, but are obliged to pay commissions 
because their competitor does, but there are ia- 
dicauon on every hand that the time is not far 
distant when this expensive drain upon railway 
earnings will be doue away with. It is not to be 
wondered at, bqwever, that ticket agents strong- 
iy oppuse any action looking to the cutting orf 
of this drain upon earnings, as some agents make 
guin from this source annually more than tne 
salary paid to their superior otticers. . One case 
is reported in Indianapolis where a local ticket 
agent wade more thau did the Geveral Manager 
of nis road in the year 4882. taking his monthly 
salary and commission together.”

As soon as be got the Treasurer's 
office ereditors came on to him and demanded, 
as be bad a xood office, he should settle ge- 
counts. Out of the county money he paid 
fully $3,000. He speculated in stocks as 
much more, and lost, then went 
to Texas and added little by little to the amount 
until the small sum bad grown into a large de- 
fault. The secret was kept so long by bis 
books balancing while there was no money to 
show. When it came to the present meeting of 
the Commissioners he knew that the shortage 
would be discovered and confessed to the Lends- 
men, offering to give up every cent he had to 
lessen the amount.

The work on the new United States revenue 
cutter Commodore Perry is being rapidly pushed 
forward, and it is thought will be completed by 
May 1. 1884. The new craft is to succeed the 
one now bearing the same name, and will cost 
$83,000. Sue is to be a stern-wheel propeller, 
with a topsall schooner rig. Her dimeusions 
are: Length, 161 feet over ali, 145 feet on load- 
line: twenty-five feet beam, eleven feet two 
inches depth of hold. and 451 tons burden. 

A private letter from Frederick G. Marsden, 
whose enterprise has established a system of 
lignts for the benefit of craft in the vicinity of 
Algon o, states that a change of position bas 
been made lately. The range lights on Clark 
Island, opposit 21 have bee taken down 
and a ligut ship placed on the bar fn thirteen 
feet of water. The signals will be red over 
white. This is the third year these lights have 
been in use. They are supported by contribu- 
tions from parties whose craft or cargues are 
obliged to make the passage, and are couse- 
queatly more secure on account of them. 

{Buffalo Frpress.]— The new patent valve for 
drawing off the water ‘from the hold of a vessel 
by means of a vacuum caused by tne motion of 
the veesel was partially tested yesterday, and 
worked satisfactortiy so far as observed. Some 
slight defect was d yered, however, and the 
trial was suspended until it could be remedied. 
The vessel used was the hull of a tue that was 
brought down from the upper lakes last season 
and is still without its machinery. The device 
is asimple, asits desigu indicates. Given suf- 
ticient motion and the valve, which when closed 
is flush with the bottom of the vessel, is lowered, 
and tne collected water naturally flows out. A 
guard is provided which prevents the setting of 
a current iato the vessel. Thomas Keating, 
President of the Ship Suction Vaive Company, 
is in the city from New York superintending the 
experiments. 

[Toronto Mal.] — Rates are kept down witha 
dogged persistency. have been numer- 
ous consignments of different classes of freight 
to this port, and iu every case the figures have 
been almost even, as if the vessels were all un- 
der the thumb of one corporation. Some few 
days ago it was tbouabt that coal trafiic bad 
been suspended, but there have been numerous 
vessels entered in the harbor since then 
with cargoes of black diamonds. The fig- 
ures from Lake Ontario ports on this 
commodity, are still the old 25 cents. and 
may rise a point or two still. Wheat is almost 
dead as u cargo, and the 1%{-cent fizure is still 
looked upon as the going price, witb a failing off 
of a quarter of a cent for malt. Lumber is now . 
talked of as bringing only $1 and $1.05 to the 
owners, and cargoes of it are not in demand at 
this starvation. figure. . Things cannot be well 
worse, and a turn for the better may be ex- 
pected. 

[Cleveiand Leader. — Vessel owners are not 
anxious to take freights of ore, although inquiry 
for vessels for that service is a little more than 
it has been for some time past. One reason for 
this is that the price is rather low, but the 
stronger one, is the delay in unloading. A good 
deal of ore is unlouded direct into cars, and for 
this and other causes there is frequent deten- 
tion of vessels carrying ore, and they say they 
would prefer taking grain from Chicago to 
Buffalo at two cents per bushel than ore 
at 90, because they can go to Buffalo 
and unload the grain rapidiy and reload 
with hard coal for Chicago, also in «@ 
short time, and thus make frequent trips and a 
more profitable season. In this connection a 
fact may be stated in regard to the unloading of 
ore at Brockville, where there has been consid- 
erable detention in the past.
